THE HOME 


- Home where most of a person’s 


life is spent, is the first essential 
element in his environment. 
Without the home, there would 
be no proper development of life 


and character. Home is not only : 


restful to the weary, but is also a 
solace and source of strength to 
the disappointed and bereaved. 


The influence 
should never be underestimated. 
It can be either a blessing or a 
curse. It is the influence of the 
that makes the _ first 
impressions upon the child and 
it is almost impossible to erase 
them. The influence is the 
results of the relationships of 
husband and wife, of brother 
and sister, of parent and child, 
and anyone else who is part of 
the household. 


The home is the place where 
most habits are formed. They 
may be habits of honesty, or 
dishonesty; of truth, or 
falsehood;. of industry, or 
idleness; of patience, or 
impatience; kindness, or cruelty; 
of politeness, or rudeness. 
Therefore, the home should be 
concerned about the “tender 
twig” and how it is bent for 
habits good or bad is the mold 
from which character is formed. 


When a person leaves home, he 
leaves the building but takes the 
influences of the home with 
him. He is a representative of the 
home and all the habits acquired 
there are woven into his life. He 
cannot shake them off by 
wishing. The language of the 
home will be the first on his 
tongue. His home coarseness will 
show most when he wants to 
appear at his best. If he attempts 
to appear otherwise, everybody 
will soon see through the 
attempt. One ’s true character 
may be buried for a while but it 
will eventually come to the 
surface. 

The home should not be a place 
of rigid discipline, but rather a 
place where obedience is a 
pleasure and discipline of joy. 
All the duties and labors of the 
home, if rightly understood, will 
be seen as means to improve it. 


The home should be a place 
where love abides and peace 
prevails. If it is to be a heaven, 
then it must be filled with 
contentment and God must 
reign on the throne of each heart 
of the dwellers. It may be 
humble but if God is there, it 
can be a source of blessing. 


One cannot inspire the child to 


~ accept spiritual values simply by 


talking to him. No, it is the 
sentiments which he hears at 
home, it is the things which 
control the parents’ daily 
eonduct- the likings and 
dislikings which the parents 
express- the company the 
parents keep the whole 
atmosphere of the parents’ daily 
lives has made and is still making 
the child into what he is. | 


The elements, the examples, and 
the habits that come from 
parents are many times 
responsible for the child’s 
accepting or rejecting salvation 
or preparing for eternal glory or 
dying without hope. What the 
future holds for him depends to 
a large extent on you. Are you 
setting the right example?

TESTIMONY 


HOT SPRINGS, ARK. 


“What Shall I Render Unto The 
Lord For All His Benefits 
Towards Me ? Psalms 116:12. 


In January of 1965, I was called 
on to make a short talk on a 
certain Sunday School lesson. I 
remember very well the last 
words I said, they were, “I don’t 
know what next the Lord has on 
his program’’. At that time I was 
the secretary for our church. I 
heard the pastor announce that 
coming Tuesday we would have 
a business meeting. I went home 
and sat down at the dresser to 
check my books and I| was 
sitting there that night until the 
nex{ morning, unable to move. I 
began to get sleepy as I looked 
at the bed. The light burned all 
night and the television stayed 
on and off. That morning I was 
supposed to have gotten up and 


_prepared breakfast for a. man, 


who was attending a Baptist 
Convention. Mother 
Washington’s mother thought I 
would over sleep, so she got up 
early and came to my room to 
see if I was up. My door was 
cracked and she saw that the 
Light was on and she said, 
**Arlena is up and she has made 
the bed.” I hadn’t been to bed. 
She went in the kitchen and 
everything was cold. Nothing 
had been cooking, so she came 
back to my room, pushed the 
door open and saw me sitting 
there not moving at all. She 
called me, I answered and said, 
“T am sick, I think I have had a 
stroke. She said, let me go and 
get my daughter, (Mother 
Washington). My sister came and 
took me to Louisiana and nursed 
me back to good health. 


In April’ of 1969, I had another 
stroke, and this was worse than 
the first, it impaired my speech, 
I just could utter a few words. 
Some nights I would fall in my 
room and Mother Washington 
would have to call the next door 
neighbors to come help get me 
back in bed, they were so nice to 
us. I over-heard them say to 
Mother, “‘ any time of night you 
need us just call, we don’t 
mind.” Again my sisters came 
and got me and carried me back 
to Louisiana. I was so helpless I 
couldn’t even sit up on the side 
of my bed without falling over. I 
stayed in a nursing home from 
April until September. I can say 
without braggadocio that 
Mother Washington stood hard 
with me, she was always there 
when I needed her, she spent her 
money by the hundred on me. 
She came down to Louisiana to 
see about me and called every 
Monday night. 
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When I left for home in Sept. of 
71 I was on walkers, but again I 


- can say without braggadocio 


that the Lord has taken me off 
of those walkers. I use a stick 
sometimes, but the Lord has 
started me walking again. He did 
it before and I am looking for 
complete deliverance again. 


Some people and preachers who 
came to visit me, talked with me 
about God’s healing power and 
they even sent me healing cloths, 
but now they are gone on to be 
with the Lord. My pastor, Elder 
J. W. Harrison and wife always 
take time to assist me when they 
think I need assisting. 


I always enjoy working in the 
church. In July of thisyear on _ 
the fifth Sunday, I sponsored a 
“This Is Your Life’, program, 
featuring our own Mother 
Washington. She had guest from 
Philadelphia, St. Louis and 
Detroit. The Lord blessed the 
program to be a success. One of 
our Superintendents was 
suffering with a stroke, but that 
Sunday he came in church on 
walkers. It was beautiful, we had 
much singing and preaching that 
Sunday. I wanted to do what I 
did that Sunday for Mother 
Washington, because I felt that if 
anybody deserved it she did. She 
has mothered 58 girls and 18 
boys. 


Before I close, I would like to 
leave these words with you; Be 
faithful to God and in all things. 
To get the job done you Must 
have Faith in God. 


After I returned home the saints 
and the little children were so 
nice. to me:-They~breught_me — 
food, washed my clothes and 
cleaned my room. The deacon’s 
daughter came to me (a little 
girl) one Sunday and asked, 
“Sister Crosby, what size dress 
do you wear?’ I told her and 


asked, ‘‘why’’? She. said, 
““pecause I want to buy you a 
dress”. That was because I 


always had time for the little 
ones, and they never forget. 
When I was in Louisiana, nearly 
every letter I received had a gift 
in it, and when I added it all 
together the total was above 
$300.00. My late Bishop Lewis 
and wife came to see me and my 
pastor, some of the saints from 
Crossett, Mother Washington, 
Evangelist Tolliver from Seattle, 
Washington and others. 


I am the State Chairlady of the 
Youth Department and for two. 
years I couldn’t be present to 
help out in the Congress, but my: 
State President never left me out 
nor wanted to put someoné else _ 
in my place. He would always 
refer to me as the Chairlady.
